CITY “POLICE POWERS” HINTED AT 


BY OSCAR E. HEWITT. 

Approximately 36,540 straphangers ride 
around the elevated loop daily during the 
two rush hours morning and evening. That 
is 85 per cent of the total loop patronage in 
those two hours. In other words, the ele- 
vated companies provide only 67,860 seats 
and expect 104,400 passengers to sit down. 
In every car there is an average of exactly 
two dozen straphangers. The average on 
the South Side and the Metropolitan lines is 
twenty-two, while on tne Northwestern and 
Oak Park lines it is twenty-six. . 

The figures from which this information 
was extracted were presented to the council 
local transportation committee yesterday 
afternoon by B. I, Budd, president of all 
of the elevated cémpanies. Therefore, the 
aldermen assert, they do not overstate tue 
congestion on the elevated loop. 


Through Routes Too Costly. 
Mr. Budd and his colleagues promised no 
relief for about a year, and not then, unless 


the station platforms are extended, which he : 


refrained from requesting. The aldermen 
| suggested the fnauguration of through 
routes. Mr. Budd asserted that is financially 


impossible for the companies. The council- 
to which. 
| the companies replied that would cost them 


men suggested universal transfers, 


“hundreds of thousands of dollars, 
could not be afforded.” 

The committeemen suggested more cars. 
and the companies replied they are preparing 
specifications for them. They omitted to say 
how many they intend to purchase, but ex- 
pressed the opinion that the cars could be 
delivered next winter if the order is placed at 
once. But the companies added that it is im- 
possible to operate more cars on the loop 
under the present conditions. A separation 
of the grades was another suggestion, but 
the companies frowned upon it as inadvisable. 

That briefly is the result of the aldermanic 
effort to get better service om the elevated 
lines. But Chairman Reinberg instructed the 
companies to report in a fortnight any sug- 
gestions they have which will improve the 
elevated transportation facilities. 


Extended Platforms Wanted. 

It is reasonably certain they will present 
a set of facts indicating plainly that exten- 
sion of the station platforms is the only feas- 
ible way to temporarily relieve part of the 
congestion, but will omit making an applicsa- 
tion for that privilege. This scheme will 
increase the loop capacity. according to the 
engineers of the companies, by 15 per cent. 
That means there will still be a large num- 
ber of persons standing. 

If the elevated service on the subterminal 
trains is as inadequate as on the loop, there 
are 40,350 straphangers during the -rusn 
hours. That means that 24,675 persons are 
without seats while going to work in the 
morning and then again going home at night. 

Mr. Budd presented figures for last year 
Since then he asserts the service on the 
Northwestern elevated has been increased 60 
the average number of passengers per car 
on those lines have been decreased from 92 
to 77. He gave last year’s figures to the 
committee. 


Budd Gives More Figures. 

Mr. Budd's figures show the maximum 
capacity ofthe loop per hour is 147 trains, 
containing 660 cars. These cars during rush 
hour last year carried an average of 62,200 
passengers. That is an average of seventy- 
nine persons to a car. Mr. Budd admitted 
the seating capacity varied from forty-nine 
to fifty-three. Say the average is fifty-one, 
and it is evident that there was an average 
last year of twenty-elght persons who were 
compelled to forego the pleasure of a seat 


which 


they had paid for. 


Those figures further show there was an 
average of twenty-two persons standing dur- 
ing rush hours last yedr in each car of the 
south side and the Metropolitan lines. The 
average of the Northwestern road was exact- 
ly double that number, while on the Oak 
Park road the average was twenty-six. 

This showing caused Ald. Reinberg, Lipps, 
Capitain, and other north side members of 
the committee to complain bitterly and vigor- 
ously against the service. 

' Aldermen in Protest. 

„ We will never stand for that,“ asserted 
Ald, Reinberg. “If, as you say, you cannot 
get any more cars on the loop, why can’t 
you cut down the number of cars from the 
west or south side?” 

„Our service is already miserable, put 
in Ald. Block, “and we will not knowingly 

mit any of the cars to be taken off the 
south side for the benefit of those in other

The burst- 
ing of the pipe didn’t make much noise -a sort 
of sibilant “‘eplish — but the aroma that 
spread about the dining room in its wake

Diners seated near the pipe were the first 
to give the alarm. A woman started weeping 
rapidly. She didn't exactly sob, but the tears 
came from her eyes in something near to a 
stream. Her escort sniffed, gasped am- 
monia,”. and the two arose and departed 
hastily, the man paying the check on the 
run. 


Orchestra in Abrupt Retreat. 

Those around them were quick to take the 
same cue. The orchestra, which ig com- 
posed of women players, broke a popular 
melody off in the middle and adjourned sine 
die. A waiter rushed excitedly to the man- 
ager, George Keevel. The latter mounted a 
chair, raised his hand, and started to make 
an announcement. 

Then the rush began. Some of the guests 
stopped to pay their checks to a cashier who 
was bravely holding the fort in spite of the 
fleeing waiters. Some of them left partly 
finished meals and unpaid checks to the hote! 
management. 

Men and women, with napkins, the property 
of the Boston “Oyster house, hastily appro- 
priated to emergency use, covered their faces 
and made haste to ascend the steps to the 
street. 

Waiters, bus boys, the cashier—in fact, 
everybody—finally joined in the exodus, with 
the exception of one John Walsh of La Porte, 
Ind. 


Mr. Walsh Stays Alone. 

Mr. Walsh was suffering with a bad cold in 
the head and a full sized appetite. The 
appetite kept his eyes on his meal. The cold 
kept the ammonia from his nostrils. Mr. 
Walsh might have remained at the table, 
whence all but\he had fied, were it not for the 

policeman who hustied him 
out to the street. 

No difficulty was experienced in shutting 
off the ammonia. Truck company No. 9 was 
summoned and Truckman Charles Olson, in 
a smoke helmet, turned off the power from 
the pipe from which the ammonia fumes 
were exuding. 

The loss of the Boston Oyster house 
amounted only to the business driven away 
from the restaurant during a rush hour. 


MUNICIPAL JUDGES MOVE OUT; 
DEMAND SANITARY QUARTERS. 


Declare Unwholesome Stations Cause 
Much Illness Among Members of the 
Bench—Shift Three Courts. 


The Municipal court judges of Chicago are 
in revolt. They assert the quarters pro- 


menace to health. Yesterday they exercised 
the power given them by law, to move in 
event of the city failing to provide adequate 
quarters. By virtually a unanimous vote it 
was decided to move the Clark street, West 
Chicago avenue, and Thirty-fifth street divi- 
sions of the court to other quarters. 

The judges held a special meeting late 
Wednesday evening to discuss the causes of 
increasing illness among the members of the 
court. Lack of proper sanitary condi- 
tions at the various branches of the court 
was agreed upon as the cause in nearly every 
instance. 

The first branch of * court to benefit 
by the action of the judges will be the Clark 
street court, branch 1 of this court will oc- 
cupy quarters in the Criminal court building. 

The West Chicago avenue branch will be 
moved on or before April i to the Shakespeare 
avenue station, and cases now heard in the 
Thirty-fifth street court will be divided be- 
tween the Englewood branch and the re- 
maining branch at the South Clark street 
station.

Nine Others Fined, but Many 


Patrolmen Are Exonerated 
lo Mes Charges. 


‘EGAN CASE UP TO MAYOR! 


Sixteen Commanding Officers Leave 
Force Since the Inquiry 
Started. 


FFFICIENCY BUREAU CONTINUES 


Seven policemen were discharged and nine 
others were fined yesterday by the city civil 
service commission in its final verdict as the 
result of trials growing out of the investiga- 
tion of police protected vice. This brings 
the total separations from the force since the 
beginning of the inquiry last September up 
to twenty-seven. Of these sixteen were 
commanding officers. 

The force has lost five of the eight old in- 
spectors, all reduced to captaincies. Eleven 
captains and lieutenants have quit the de- 
partment, 

The final grist of cases passed upon by the 
commission included one commanding offi- 
cer, Lieut. John E. Egan; three sergeants, 
and thirty-nine patrolmen. All were ac- 
cused of inefficiency and neglect of duty. 

No decision was given in the Egan case, as 
the lieutenant is a holdover and not under 
civil service rules. Recommendations were 
made by the merit board to Mayor Harrison, 
and the mayor will determine whether or 
not he shall be discharged. The commission 
already has discharged Inspector Wheeler 
and his aids on evidence similar to that of- 
fered against Egan. Only one sergeant, 
John W. Norton of South Clark street sta- 
tion, was discharged.

Acted Under Orders. 

It was apparent to observers of the inves- 
tigation that the patrolmen who acted under 
direct orders of superiors in their nonsup- 
pression of vice and gambling were not held 
responsible. In this connection friends of 
Lieut. Egan found little comfort in the dis- 
position of the cases against eight patrol- 
men of Stanton avenue station. 

All of these men were on duty. under the 
Heutenant, and all were exonerated. This 
was taken to mean that the commission's 
recommendations in the Hgan case would be 
against the Heutenant. Egan’s police record 
is bad. He was discharged once and his 
sentence reduced to a suspension of thirty 
days. He has been fined on three other 
occasions since he joined the force in 1889, 

The fines imposed were thirty days’ pay in 
every case except those of Dooley and 
Klima. They will have to lose pay for twen- 
ty days. Every one of the patrolmen on 
trial were directly connected with the con- 
trol of vice and gambling in their districts, 
and many were known as the confidential 
men” of their commanding officers. 


Efficiency Bureau to Continue. 

With the bringing in Of the last findings 
the commission concluded its special Investi- 
gation None of the commissioners would 
comment upon the reeults of the inquiry. 
Their report to the mayor, which is expected 
to be finished in a week, will set forth their 
findings and recommendations in full. 

Although the inquiry ordered by the mayor 
to eleau up the force is ended, the effictency 
division of the commission will be employed 
regularly in the future to check up on con- 
ditions in the vice districts and in the de- 
partment. Reports indicating inefficiency or 
neglect of duty on the part of commanding 
officer’ of men will result in charges.

AMUNDSEN BACK; 
DISCOVERS POLE? 


Message from Tasmania In- 
dicates Norwegian Proba- 
bly Has Reached the 
Earth’s South Axis, 


CLAIMED FOR SCOTT, TOO. 


Report in London Says British Ex- 
plorer Arrived Safely 
at the Coveted 
Goal.

HOBART, Tasmania. March T.—Capt. 


Roald Amundsen, the Norwegian explorer, 
has reached here on the return from his 
south polar expedition. 


— 
MAY HAVE FOUND THE POLE. 

It is believed to be probable that the in- 
trepid explorer who discovered the northwest 
passage has succeeded in his quest of the 
south pole, | 

Capt. Amundsen, the discoverer of the 
northwest passage, left Norway in 1010 for 
the purpose of making an attempt to drift 
across the Arctic ocean in search of the 
north pole, a voyage which was likely to oc- 
cupy not less than six years. He changed 
his plans, however, and announced his in- 
tention of starting on an antarctic expedi- 
tion. 

Amundsen’s steamer, the Fram. went into 
winter quarters early in 1011 at Bay of 
Whales in Ross sea. 

In the dash for the south pole Amundsen 
was several months ahead of Capt. Robert 
F. Scott.

Amundsen was to have been picked up by 
his ship some time in February of this year 
on his return from the trip across the ice, 
Considerable interest has been aroused as to 
who would first be able to communicate te 
the world the first news as to the results of 
his antarctic expedition—Amundsen or Capt. 
Scott. 

The former had a longer return journey 
than Scott, but the latter was compelled to 
make a stop to pick up a party and has not 
yet been heard from. 


SCOTT REPORTED SUCCESSFUL. 
[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE | 

LONDON, March 6.—Rumors were in cir- 
culation here that Capt. Scott’s British Ant- 
arctic expedition has reached the south pole. 
At the Royai Geographical society it was 
said the report had been heard there, but 
that nothing was known of its authenticity. 
The explorer’s wife said she had received 
no word from him. 

A news agency which states it represents 
Capt. Scott declares that it has received no 
message from the explorer, and does not ex- 
pect any for some days to come. 


Equipped for Three Year Trip. 

Capt. Robert Falcon Scott of the British 
royal navy, in command of the British Ant- 
arctic expedition, left England in July, 1910. 
He had with him sixty men, twenty Siberian 
ponies, thirty dogs, and two motor siedges. 

His plans for the journey from King Ed- 
ward's Land to the south pole included the 
use of ponies, dogs, and motor sledges. 

The Terra Nova, in which the expedition 
sailed, carried sufficient stores for three 
years. In January, 1911, Capt. Scott and his 


comrades went south to establish depots, the 


Terra Nova méanwhile returning to New 
Zealand. All through the summer it was in- 
tended to make the fina) preparations for the 
last dash toward the pole, which was to be 
carried out at the end of the year. 


Four Other Expeditions Out. 

Four other expeditions are now in the 
Antarctic, each with a view to attaining the 
south pole. The most important of these is 
considered to be that of the Norwegian, Capt. 
Roald Amundsen, who is utilizing the polar 
ship, The Fram. 

Another expedition is that of the Austrian, 
Dr. Mawson, who one of the members 
of the Shackleton expedition. The vessel 
used by him is the Aurora, which left Aus- 
tralia in November, 1910 

The German Antarctic expedition, under 
the leadership of Lieut. Wilhelm Fuchner of 
the Baverian army, sailed on the steamer 
eutschland from Buenos Aires on Oct 5 
last year. 

A Japanese 8 under Lieut. Shirase 
left for the south on board the Kianan Maru 
from Sydney harbor on Nov. 20 last.

It is believed she will remain 
in hiding until the suffraget masemeeting at 
Hammerstein's opera house tomorrow, when 
she will make a sensational entry and ad 
dress, after which she will submit to arrest 
on the stage.

Employés of the house said it was not im- 
possible that the woman was in the build- 
ing, but that it was unlikely. 


May Attach $500,000 Fund. 

No recent move of the government has 
caused the suftragets as much alarm as the 
threat to attach their $500,000 campaign fund 
to satisfy claims for damage done in the re 
cent rioting. 

The cash of the suffragets, it is said, may 
be held, and when the government is com- 
pelled to replace glass broken in the raids 
and to pay for other damage this money will 
be used. This is possible under English law, 
and Premier Asquith believes such a method 
will soon put an end to destructive demon- 
strations. 

A score of detectives are searching for the 
other leaders of the militant suffragets 
against whom information has been lodged 
by the police. The police courts are crowded, 
as the magistrates are moving slowly in dis- 
posing of the cases of the 200 suffragets ar- 
rested in Monday night's riots. All who are 
found guilty are sentenced to prison terms 
with hard labor attached.

These were the children described here asx 
being locked up. Their fathers had brought 
them there and left them. They never were 
put in cells.“ 

Describing the trouble at the depot, Capt. 
Sullivan said he had twenty-four officers 
with him, and gave orders that all loiterers 
be driven away. 


Arrests Made at Station. 

“The depot was full of people,” he said. 
“I went in and saw the settees filled with 
women and children. There were about 100 
people there, and all of them left but fifteen. 
To those who remained I said: ‘] don’t 
know you people, but before you leave Law- 
rence I want to know whether you are the 
parents or guardians of these children, and 
where you are taking them.’ 

“I got no answér from any of them. In 
a few minutes these children were gathered 
up and started for the train. I started two 
lines of policemen and prevented them from 
going to that train. We put them in the auto 
truck and took them to the station. No 
one was clubbed or hurt. 

“I ordered an officer to get up on the-truck, 
and as he did so a woman named Brown 
pushed him back. The officer in the truck 
pulled her back. That was the only trouble.” 

The captain denied that there was any 
Violence used, and said he was noton the spot 
all the time, and that no soldiers were there 
with guns and bayonets. 


Boy Prodded with Bayonet. 

Sullivan was asked about the stabbing of 
an Itaian boy. 

“Soldiers were going across a tren 
bridge,” he said, “when this boy rushed at 
one of them. A second soldier prodded him 
with a bayonet. No report ever was made 
to the police on this case.“

Trial of Inspeetors Shows Numer- 
ous Violations of Ordinance. 


STUDIES CASES.

Commissioner Reluetant to Impose

Vermilya on the charge of having murdered 

Smith. 
| Smith boarded at the Vermilya home and 

died before Bisonnette went to live there 
He was ill only a few days when he died in 
convulsions. Dr. L. L. Hertel, who attended 
him, attributed his death to “ acute gas- 
tritis.“ 

Not long after Smith died, Bisonnette, with 
whom Mrs. Vermilra had become acquainted 
before the railroad man’s death, went to live 
at the Twenty-ninth street flat. Mrs. ver- 
milya is said to have been on intimate terms 
with the men during the time they boarded 
at her house, and it is charged she was 
engaged to marry both of them. 


Both Men Have Same Symptoms. 

Bisonnette died at the Mercy hospital on 
Oct. 26 of last year, six days after he had 
become ill. His symptoms were the same as 
those Smith showeg. Following the police- 
man’s death an investigation was begun 
which disclosed the presence of arsenic in 
large quantities in the viscera of both men. 
He was to have married Lydia Rivard, daugh- 
ter of a farmer of Marshall, Minn., last 
Christmas. 

Mrs. Vermilya was arrested on Nov. 2 and 
two days later she swallowed arsenic in an 
alleged attempt to commit suicide while sha 
was under police surveillance in her home and 
under the care of a nurse,

I am speaking of the 
action of the court of a state when it de- 
clares that a law passed in the collective 
interest of the whole community is uncon- 
Stitutlonal; and I have especially in view 
the laws affecting human rights from a 
most vital standpoint—the laws affecting the | 
terms and conditions of life and employment 
among the wage workers. 


No Danger of “Mob Rule.” 

“It is not merely untruthful but silly to 
say that such a@ process would leave us at 
the mercy of the mob.’ Such a process as I 
advocate would take at least two years’ time. 
If in two years the people cannot come to a 
sober and deliberate judgment then it is im- 
possible that they should ever so come. If 
they have not the character and the intelli- 
gence to enable them after two years’ de- 
liberation to themselves decide what they 
méant when they framed the constitution,

PRIMARY LAW CONSTRUED. 


Prerogatives Taken from Precinct Com- 
mitteemen; Issue Calls Today. : 


Delegates to the Republican national cor- 
' vention from the ten Cook county congres- 


sional districts will be chosen by congresaion- 
al conventions ¢omposed of delegates chosen 
by the county convention on April 16, and not 


. by the precinct comm itteemen who will be 


elected directly on April 9. 

This was determined yesterday as the offi- 
cial construction of the direct primary law 
by the Republican organization. Official calla 
will be filed today by Emil Wentzlaff, secre- 
tary of the Republican executive committee, 
for conventions to be held in each congres- 
sional district on April 17, the date set by 
law. : 

There has been wide divergence of opinlon 
as to how the national delegates should be 
selected, but the call for the national con- 
vention, which recognizes as official any pri- 
mary law in existence in any of the state 
was construed in connection with the Illinois 
statute and the“determination was reachod 
to have the conventions properly called. To- 
day is the last day for filing the calls. 


Managers Proceed on Wrong Theory. 

Roosevelt and Taft managers in Chicago 
have been proceeding, to a large extent, on 
the theory that the precinct committeemen 
meeting at the county convention on April 15 
would separate by congressional districts 
and pick the two delegates and alternates to 
which each district ig entitled in the Chicago 
convention, 

The calls will stipulate that the precinct 
committeemen shall divide by districts at 
the county convention, but shall name dele- 
gates who may or may not be precinct com- 
mitteemen to the congressional! conventions 
two days later. The basis ot representation 
is fixed at one delegate for each 200 Votes 
or major fraction thereof cast for Taft in 
1908, ‘and makes a decided change in the 
representation of the different wards and 
country towns. . 


Ward Changes Alter Numbers. 
The change in ward and precinct bounda- 
gies also alters the complexion of things in 


“several of the districts. The following tabu- 


lation shows the number of delegates to 
which each ward and country town will have 
in the congressional conventions which will 
choose the national delegates and alternates 
and choose a presidential elector, the latter 
to be ratified by the state convention at 
Springfield on April 19:

cording to Dr. John T. McGregor, secretary. 
Mark Salomon, who was chairman of halls 
and speakers for Mayor Harrison in the may- 


oralty campaign, was chairman. 


A resolution was adopted authorizing the 
appointment of a committee on permanent 
organization, consisting ot three members 
from the north, south, and west sides. It 
was decided to hold another meeting at Hotel 
Sherman on Saturday aftefnoon when the 
independent wing of the Democracy Will be 
perfected. 


“No Slate,“ Campaign Slogan. 

No slate, no faction, a fair fight for all 
Democrats, and a square deal,” was the 
campaign War cry agreed on. 

Speeches were made by Miles J. Devine, 
candidate for state’s attorney; former Con- 
gressman Martin Emerich, aspirant for mem- 
ber of the board of assessors; Fred A. Van 
Arsdale, candidate for coroner; and Richard 
T. Hanrahan, who wants to be one of the 
sanitary district trustees. 

Slate makers were denounced and it was 
determined to fight the slate candidates at 
every turn. The anti-slate candidates were 
particularly incensed because they had been 
denied the right to speak at Democratic 
meetings held under the auspices of the 
Hearst-Harrison alilance. 

It was agreed independent candidates 
should hold meetings in every ward in the 
city to which they will invite all Democrats 
seeking office, irrespective of factional alli- 
ances. As an indication of fair play, they 
will extend this invitation to Hearst- Harri. 
son slate candidates. 

Though united in fighting the slate. no 
counter slate will be made up. it was stated 
Each independent candidate will run on his 
own merits. 


Solomon Turns on Harrison. 

It has come to a pretty pass, caid Chair- 
man Salomon, “ when two men can dicta‘e 
to the entire Democracy of Cook county as 
to whom they should nominate. I was a 
supporter of Harrison for mayor and Mac- 
lay Hoyne, the slate candidate for state's 
attorney, lives in my ward, but I will not 
stand for such dictatorial methods. I am 


_against the slate, and will do all in my power 


ot break it.“ 

It was announced that the Carter Harricon 
club of the Twenty-seventh ward had m- 
dorsed Miles J. Devine for state's attorney 
and Henry H. Krug for sanitary district 
trustee. It was at this meeting that Devine 
was invited by the audience, over the pro- 
test of the Harrison chairman, to make a 
speech. 

The German-American Democratic clubs 
of the Twenty-sixth and Twenty-seventh 
wards also are said to have indorsed anti- 
slate candidates.

f ‘Ald. John Powers, who for fourteen years 


has represented the Nineteenth ward in the 
city council, has announced his candidacy 


or tite Democtatic nomination for congress 
tlie Eignth district. 


Powers will make the race for nomination 
against Congressman Thomas Gallagher, 
who, has represented the district for two 
terms at Washington. 

Although Ald. John Brennan of the old 
Eighteenth’ ward is not on friendly terms 
with the Hearst- Harrison combination, he 
is expected to be drawn to Powers support 
in the congressional fight Because of their 
long association in the council Brennan has 
filed his petition for stave committeeman.

Recalls Overripe Egg Episode. 


“ Bartzen, as you remember, went out to 
Dunning shortly after he Was elected and 
tat down to eat. It happened that he was 
served with an overripe egg. Thereupon he 
arose in his wrath and raised his hand to 
heaven and swore a mighty oath that never 
so long as he was president of the county 
board should the patients at Dunning be 
compelled to live on rotten eggs. Thereupon, 
to show his high regard for the rights of the 
public, he immediately appointed ‘ Fish’ 
Murray, at an annual salary of $3,000, to pre- 
vent rotten eggs being served inmates of the 
county institutions. | 

“Mr. Bartsen and his Democratic com- 
missioners spent in salaries in 1911 $500,000 
more than was spent by the Republican 
board which preceded them. Not only this, 
but they propose this year to spend $1,200,000 
more than was expended in 1911.

Judge Charles N. Goodnow told members of 
the Women’s Aid and Loan society yester- 
day at the residence of Mra H. P. Keller, 
4256 North Forty-second avenue. 

Other pamaceas, too, were suggested by 
the wisest family man in Chicago for cur- 
ing divorcitis and contributory diseases ro- 
sulting from family spats. The judge's gub- 
ject was The Court of Domestic Relations 
over which he presidem 

When he was explaining why women who 
Geserted their husbands could not be ar- 
rested he was interrupted by a woman, who 
waid: : 

But that ts because we can t vote.” 

“ But I belleve in women voting,” replied 
the jurist. 


Urges Pats in Cheeks. 

“ The trouble these days,” he resumed, “is 
that men and women, after they are mar- 
ried, forget the little nice things which count 
go much. They no longer pat each other on 
the cheek, jolly each other, and take moon- 


ter of fact and soon one of them comes to 
believe the other does not care enough. This 
‘leads to quarrels and separation. 

Another reason for so many family trou- 
bles is the dugd moral system now practiced 
by society. The worst of it is that the 
women tolerate it and thus tacitly sanction 
it. The dual system results in mutual sus- 
Picion and finally separation. The women 
have it in their power to ee: all this if 
they will. 


Opposes “Tippling” System. 

“The practice of men treating to drinks 
also results in unhappiness. There should 
be a law against men treating in saloons and 
cafés. Then there would be fewer men going 
home in a state of intoxication.” . 

Sveaking of the Court of Domestic Rela- 
tions, the judge sald: 

„We give the husband the alternative of 
either supporting his wife and children or 
going to the house of correction. Generally 
he decides to support his wife and have his 
freedom. During the eleven months the court 
has been in existence we have collected more 
than $32,000 and turned the money over to 
needy families.“ 


SOCIALISTS HELP MAYOR WIN. 


Their Votes Figure Largely in Election 
of Cotterill as Mayor of 
Seattle. 


Seattle, Wash., March 6—That Socialist 
votes figured largely in the election yester- 
day of George F. Cotterill as mayor of Seat- 
tle is shown by a study of the returns. 

The Socialist candidate for mayor was 
eliminated in the primaries and leaders of 
the party exhorted their followers to vote 
for no candidate for mayor. However, the 
Socialist strongholds rolled up majorities for 
Cotterill, who was elected by 665 votes over 
Hiram C. Gill, open town candidate. 

Although the Socialists elected none of 
their four candidates on the ticket, they

Urges Free Employment 
Agency to Help Pupils. 


ERE a juvenile free employment agency 
established downtown under competent 
direction, an incalculable protection 
would be given poor children, accord- 
ing to W. L. Bodine, superintendent of 

the bureau of compulsory education, 

Delinquency in children, he insists, is due in 
a large measure to improper employment. 
Futures are blighted by the necessity of pick- 
ing up the first job offered. 

“In twelve months we have granted 17,500 
age certificateg to pupils who have reached 14 
years and are desirous of going to work,” Mr. 
Bodine said yesterday. 4 small percentage of 
these have any particular work in mind. The 
boy falls into the first opening he finds. He 
becomes a delivery messenger or Office assist- 
ant. The girl gets work in a factory. 

“With a free juvenile employment agency, 
each child who setks work would ve benefited. 
Only jobs with the right environment would 
be listed at the agency. Employers would tell 
of vacancies. With an extensive list of posi- 
tions to chose from the child and its parents 
could agree on work that would be suitable and 
not irksome and that would have no damaging 
effect on ambitions.” 

Applications for age certificates by school chil- 
dren between 14 and 16 years old have increased 
4 per cent in the last few months, as compared 
with last winter. This increase fs due to the 
severity of weather. 

“I would say that 14,000 children between 
the ages of 14 and 16 now are employed,” Mr. 
Bodine continued. Quite a number are either 
seeking employment or a change of jobs. As to 
those out of work, I understand the county 
agent proyided for more idle children during 
the wintes than ever before.”

Economical Housekeeping 


Salt Mackerel. 
BY JANE EDDINGTON. 


HE mackerel, either fresh or salt, is fish 
of a most pronounced individuality. It is 
not wholesome for some people, wao 
taste it over and over again, long after it 
is eaten. 

Only the salt fish Is ava! ‘lable for those who 
live inland, but this, for a change, may be wel- 
comed, especially by tnose who insist cn having 
something as hearty as this for breukfast. 
Daintily dressed it may do for a lain dinner. 

To prepare the mackerel for boilins some 
cooks believe that it should be soaked twenty- 
four hours, with the water changed once during 
that time. Others would soak iwelve hours, 
with the skin side up. In general it is quite 
enough to soak the fish over aig'it, if it has not 
been too long in brine, and is a god fat fish. 

Few people know, or care to know, the tech- 
nical names for fish, and, at any rate, miglt be 
easily deceived by the fish dealer, if they did 
know the names, and were not well acyuainted 
with the different qualities of fish. A great 
many people who sell the salt mackerel can tell 
you no more about it than what is on the label. 

— 

The favorite, and almost the only way, of 
preparing salt mackerel is to broil it—longest 
on the flesh side. It is brushed over with butter, 
or marinated in oil simply, but it may be pre- 
pared more elaborately by marinating it for a 
shorter or longer time, according to taste, in 
a little oil. An hour's time is enough to leave 
the mackerel in this preparaiion, although it 
may be left over night. 

It is then put on the gridiron, broiled, and 
then dressed with melted butter, chopped 
parsley, pepper, and perhaps a bit of sait and 
lemon juice. These should be prepared sepa- 
rately, and poured over the mackerel hot on a 
hot dish, 


—— 

Though very definite directions as to time for 
broiling are given in most recipes, judgment 
must be used and much depends upon the size 
of the fish and the quality of.the fire. Perfect 
broiling conditions are not very thoroughly un- 
derstood, except by expert cooks, who usually 
have the best of equipments. 

Of course, it is highly desirable to make the 
flesh of the fish as nearly like that of a fresh 
fish as possible, and to this end some cooks 
baste it once or twice while broiling with oil 
or butter, and then serve it in half or three- 
fourths of a cup of hot cream. 

Broiled Salt Mackerel.—Take the fish out of 
the water in which it has soaked, tinse in fresh 
cold water, and wipe dry. Marinate, or simply 
rub a little melted butter on both sides of the 
fish. Place on a chalked broiler and split side 
toward a moderate fire. Broil until two-thirds 
done—about six minutes—and then turn. Pour 
over it melted butter or dot it with bits of but- 
ter and set in the oven for a few minutes be- 
fore serving. 


—— 

Mackerel may be so prepared and served with 
egg. or butter, or caper sauce, and plain boiled 
potatoes placed around it. These are best if 
boiled in their jackets and then peeled. 

Salt mackerel may be fried after it has heen 
prepared just as for broiling. The heads and 
tails must be cut off, the fish cut in half, rolled 
in flour, and then fried a light brown on both 
sides in a little clarified dripping. 

Mackerel may be boiled in either water or 
milk, after it has been soaked, rinsed, drained, 
and dried. A cup and a half of milk and a little 
cayenne pepper are enough for one mackerel. 
Boil the fish gently in this for fifteen minutes. 
It is sometimes boiled after two hours’ of soak- 
ing, after which it is draimed, plunged into a 
pan of boiling water (two quarts) and allowed 
to boil for ten minutes. It may then be served 
with any of the fish .sauces.

Pianist Represents

REVIVAL of some neglected works of 
the romantic school of composition 
Was accomplished last night by Henliot 
Levy, who was heard in piano recital 
in Music hall. Mendelssohn, Brahms, 
and Chopin were the masters most impor- 
tantly represented, the first with his Vari- 
ations Serieuses,“ which received a perform- 
ance distinguished by its technical complete-. 
ness as well as by the ardent enthusiasm 
that filled its nicely proportioned measures 
with feeling and sensibility somewhat more 
significant than are commonly imparted to 
the once popular composition. These ad- 
mirable standards were splendidly main- 
tained in the reading accorded the Brahms 
F minor sonata, a work not often attempted.

This sonata is eminently not one of the 
twelve or fourteen piano compositions of 
Brahms that are suited for public perform- 
ance, great as is the beauty and significance 
of certain portions of it. Mr. Levy made the 
most of the rugged first movement, delivering 
its austere message with confidence and au- 
thority, The imaginative and poetic beauties 
of the andante were set forth with much inti- 
macy and refinement; the scherzo was bril- 
liantly played, and for the banalities of the 
last movement there was much seeming en- 
thusiasm, which, however, was obviously not 
shared by the audicnce.

The twelve etudes of Chopin op. 25 showed 
the pianist in less flattering light. Mr. Levy 
was overtaken by one of those attacks of un- 
certainty to which the most gifted and pro- 
ficient artists at times fall victims.

MANAGUA, Nicaragua, March 6.—An ex- 
traordinary outburst of anti-American feel- 
ing led to the arrest last night of fifty of the 
ringleaders, who will be held in detention 
until Secretary of State Knox has departed. 

This is the first indication publicly ex- 
pressed of opposition to the Central Amer!i- 
can trip of the secretary of state. 

The persons arrested include the whole of 
the editorial staffs of the Diario de Nica- 
ragua and of the Diario Moderno, which had 
published a number of letters and placed 
headlines over them, suggesting that dyna- 
mite should be used against the state secre- 
tary. 

All dispatches leaving this city are sub- 
jected to censorship. 

Mr. Knox made the biggest hit of his visit 
today when he responded to the welcome ex- 
tended to him by the assembly. : 

My government, he said, does not 
covet an inch of territory south of the Rio 
Grande. The full measure and extent of our 
policy is to assist in the maintenance of re- 
publican institutions In this hemisphere.’’ 

The president of the assembly had said 
there was some apprehension in Central 
America regarding the attitude of the United 
States toward those republics under the 
Monroe doctrine. The assembly adopted a 
resolution extending greetings to the United 
States congress.

THE SLEEPLESS DEFENDER. 

The American people doubtless will be 
greatly stirred by the ringing appeal of Wil- 
liam Lorimer against Coloned Roosevelt.

EXTEND THE FIRE LIMITS. 

No one who goes about the city will fail. 
to be impressed with the undue proportion 
of frame buildings. ‘There are miles of 
them in districts occupied! by people of 
small means, especially the wage earner. 

They are all fuel. Given the conditions 
of 1871 and history might come near to re- 
Peating itself. Certainly these greai 
areas of inflammable material are a menace. 

“The chief objection to extension of the 
fire limits is based on the theory. that it 
would add to the cost of houses for wage 
earners. But when this point was referred

E. 8 W. writes: The letters of B. I. 
B.“ of the Ist ultimo and H. M.“ of the 29th 
ultimo were read with much interest.

The beginning of my decline 
in health dates back twenty-five years. 
Today I can. indulge in all kinds of food, 
fruits, ete., with which the human family is 
blessed, even corned beef and cabbage and 
that delicious dish Welsh rarebit, although 
these I abstain from owing to the fact that 
they are not essential to my well being and 
I do not care foolishly to overtax my diges- 
tive apparatus. If I feel there has been too

abstain. If I do not sleep eight hours out of 
the twenty-four I content myself with five 
or six. But I do not allow a little loss of 
sleep to worry me, knowing that eventually 
nature will knit up the raveled sleeve.“

for whom. medicine was intended. Nor do 
I allow Christian science, new thought, oc- 
cultism, psychology, or metaphysics to dis- 
turb my equilibrium. I read much—science, 
history, biography, poetry, heavy and light 
fiction, and, above all, the Bible.

ORD MONSON, who is en route te 
America from Dugland for a few 
weeks visit without his American 
wife, who was the widow of Lawrence 

. Turnure of New York and is a daugh- 
ter of Gen. Roy Stone, U. 8.

The present Lord Monson was‘ equerry to 
King Edward's sailor brother, Alfred, Duke 
of Saxe-Coburg and of Edinburgh, until that 
prince’s death, succeeding his father, who 
had been master of the duke's household. 

His mother, the dowager Lady Monson, 
still continues as mistress of the household 
of the dowager Duchess of Coburg and Ed- 
inburg 

One of Lord Monson’s uncles, the seventh 
baron of the Hine, who wae also Viscount 
Oxeribridge, was master of the horse and 
treasurer of the household to Queen Vic- 
toria.
